TALKING TWENTY-SIX HOCKS.

It can't De said ft 
was a very logical, eloquent or sustained 
speech. There weie digressions In it; rep- 
etitions also. But the speaker kept on, and 
at last noon came to a baffled majority, 
livid with rage and impotence, and to a single 
man who was triumphant, though his voice 
had sunk to a whisper, his eyes were sunken 
and bleared and bloodshot, aud liis legs 
tottered under him, and liis baked lips 
wcic cracked aud smeared with bloou.
